Emanuel  Burkhart  (or  Burkhard)  had  two  sons  who  emigrated  to 
America  some  time  between  1742  and  1754.  One  of  these  sons  was 
named  Jonathan,  the  other  probably  Christian.  Their  original 
home  was  in  Canton  Basle  or  Canton  Berne,  Switzerland.

Some  time  between  1809  and  1816,  they  Titrated  to  Mcntsros.ery  Co., 
0.,  where  Jehu  purchased  105  acres  of  land,  situate,  opposite  the 
present  McKinley  Church  of  the  Brethren,  on  the  Greenville  pike, 
outside  of  Layton.  Here  he  died  in  1823,  his  wife  preceding  him 
a  few  years  earlier.  He  was  a  Bishop  or  Elder  in  the  Church  of 
the  Brethren,  known  as  Lunkards.  They  had  nine  children, described 
hereinafter  as  1A1  to  1A9.

Macy,  Ind.;  12  ch.  ;  Mrs.  Gail  Ginn,  Albany,  Ind.,  has  the  records 
of  this  family.  Annual  reunions  ere  held  at  Rochester,  Ind.,  known 
as  Burket-Fouts  reunion.  A  contributor  to  this  pamphlet. 


The  three  Eyre  children  who  intermarried  with  the  children  of 
Jehu  Burkhard  were  grandchildren  of  Lienert  Beyer,  who  with  his  wife 
Clare  (dau.  of  Rudolph  Lutzler) ,  five  children,  and  her  relatives, 
arrived  in  America,  Sept.  £4,  1737.  He  was  a  fiefholder  or  subten¬ 
ant  on  the  Rutihard  at  Benken,  Canton  3esie,  Switzerland.  They 

settled  first  in  western  Berks  Co.,  Pa.,  but  in  a  few  years  located 
on  the  South  branoh  of  the  Potomac  in  what  is  now  Herdy  Co*.  ^ .  Ve. 
Their  son  Rudolph  (Rudy),  bep.  Hay  29  ,  1729  ,  after  fighting  the 
Indians  at  Fort  Seybert,  Randolph  Co.,  7.’.  Va.,  emigrated  about  1781 
to  North  Carolina,  purchasing  162  acres  on  Muddy  Creek,  a  branch  of 
the  Yadkin,  near  Winston-Salem,  where  he  died  in  1807.  Thirteen 
children  were  represented  in  the  settlement  of  his  estate,  the  boys 
being  Rudolph,  Jr.,  Jacob,  Leonard,  Isaac,  Abraham,  Benjamin  and 
Lavid,  and  some  of  the  girls,  Mrs  Abraham  (Catherine)  Burkett,  Mrs. 
Jacob  Faw  of  Ashe  Co.,  N.  C.  (See  Li6t  of  Swiss  Emigrants,  18th 
Century,  Vol.  2,  Faust  &  Brumbaugh,  1925).

Jacob  Pfau,  wife,  2  daus .  ,  and  one  sen,  Abraham,  age  2,  arrived 
in  Philadelphia  in  1749.  They  located  northeast  of  Frederick,  Md . ; 
for  a  2d  wife,  he  took  Anna  Magdalena  Yount,  sister  of  Mathias  and 
Adam  of  Bedford  Co.,  Pa.  (Yount  Family  History,  in  preparation). 

Jacob  and  Isaac  were  sons  of  the  2d  wife.  Abraham  Few  was  a  well 
to-do  resident  of  Alexandria,  Va.  Jacob  married  a  daughter  of  Ru¬ 
dolph  Eyre  and  Isaac  married  Magdalene  Burkhard.

This  family,  represented  in  the  Henry  Burkhard  family  of  Mont¬ 
gomery  Co.,  0.,  eerre  from  Somerset  Co.,  Pa.  There  were  three  broth¬ 
ers,  7/illiem,  Christian,  and  John.  The  first  reoord  of  them  in  Som¬ 
erset  Co.  is  1785.  They  moved  to  Ohio  in  1805.  Their  father  seems 
to  have  been  Christian  Martin  Wagaman  of  Vincent  Twp.,  Cheeter  Co., 
Pa.

They  lived  in  Elizabeth  Twp.  ,  Lancaster  Co.,  Fa.,  c~r«>ah 
where  Peter  owned  a  100  acre  farm.  From  a  History  of  the  Burener  Fam¬ 
ily,  by  Jacoo  Burgner,  Oberlin,  0.,  1890,  it  appears  that  Salome  was 
7.  years  old  when  she  reached  America;  that  she  was  married  about  17  59 
and  that  after  Peter's  death  she  lived  with  her  daughter,  Mrs  Freder¬ 
ick  (M ary)  Spickler,  1766-1848,  near  St.  Paul's  Churoh,  west  of  Hag¬ 
erstown,  Lid.  It  is  stated  that  Peter  Bureener  came  from  the  vicinity 
of  Berne,  Switzerland,  end  that  the  3urkherts  came  from  the  same  place.
